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U.S.  DRY  BEAN  EXPORTS  DOW  SHARPLY  IN  1965-66 


Dry  bean  exports  from  the  United  States  totaled  109*289  metric  tons  in  the  year 
ending  August  31*  1 966,  down  26  percent  from  the  1U7 * 770  tons  exported  the 
previous  year.  This  included  6,753  tons  of  PL  1;80,  donated,  beans  in  1965-66 
and  11,361;  tons  in  1961; -65. 

The  decline  was  due  primarily  to  high  prices  resulting  from  the  short  U.S. 
harvest  in  1965*  the  smallest  in  eight  years.  The  major  drop  in  exports  was 
in  navy  beans,  for  which  the  1965  production  dropped  19  percent  below  the 
1961  crop.  During  the  marketing  year  1965-66,  exports  were  31  percent  below 
the  1961-65  period.  Exports  of  other  classes  of  beans  also  declined  in  1965- 
66.  Great  Northerns  were  down  30  percent,  pintos  20  percent,  and  red  kidneys 
25  percent.  Exports  of  bean  seed  moved  up  slightly. 

Meaningful  comparisons  of  exports  with  previous  years  for  other  classes  of 
beans  would  be  impossible,  because  of  a change  in  the  export  classifications 
at  the  beginning  of  calendar  year  1965.  As  of  that  date,  exports  of  black 
beans  were  removed  from  ’’other  colored”  and  lima  beans  from  ’’other  white.” 

The  United  Kingdom  continued  to  be  the  primary  destination  for  exported  navy 
beans.  This  movement  totaled  28,315  tons  in  1965-66,  or  58  percent  of  the  total 
navy  bean  export  that  year.  Trade  with  the  Common  Market  reflected  a similar 
drop.  Exports  to  Australia,  principally  navy  beans,  continued  to  increase, 
reaching  1,911  tons  in  1965-66,  5 percent  above  1961;— 65  - Exports  to  Japan 
dropped  8,038  tons,  27  percent  below  1961-65*  undoubtedly  because  of  higher 
prices •

Exports  of  Great  Northern  beans  totaled  10,902  tons  in  1965-66,  only  69  percent 
of  the  previous  year’s  15,691  tons.  The  Common  Market  has  usually  been  the 
major  destination  of  this  class.  This  trade  fell  in  1965-66  to  66  percent 
of  the  196U-65  level  of  10,281;  tons.  France,  as  usual,  was  the  major  importer. 
Unusually  large  exports  of  Northerns  went  to  Spain  in  1965-66. 

Red  kidney  bean  exports,  10,120  tons  in  1965-66,  were  25  percent  below  the 
13 , U39  tons  for  the  previous  year.  The  major  loss  of  trade  for  an  area  was 
to  the  Caribbean,  with  Jamaica  reflecting  the  sharpest  drop.  To  Central 
America,  the  export  of  red  kidney  beans  dropped  66  percent  from  1,928  tons 
in  1 96J;-65  to  663  tons  in  1965-66.  'Within  Central  America,  Panama  reflected 
the  greatest  drop  in  imports.  Exports  to  Venezuela,  one  of  the  largest  single 
markets  for  red  kidney  beans,  reached  1,?80  tons  in  1965-66,  compared  with 
1,265  tons  in  196U-65,  an  increase  of  hi  percent. 
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
